At the very point in time when

of irony?

gongs that he -barely hinted at. It 
isn't only the “publicity,” as he 
put i, that would make another 
trial too difficult after the hung 
Yury on the first one.

NE element of the system is a

And once the jury Js picked and 
gets the case, what group of black 
jurors would all agree to give the 
white society the right to punish 
blacks in thelr quarrels among 
themselves? And what group of 
white jurors would not contain 
several with enough sense of white 
guiit to lean backward and vote for 
the defendants? 

Yet the dismissal of the case, re- 
165 aa it must be to almost every- 
one, ia scarcely: a Black Panther 
victory. For the “tania on “which the 
Panthers first thrived — that the 
whole judicial set-up in America 
alma to destroy the blacks — has 
been undercut by Judge Mulvey’s 
decigion, as it was undercut by the 
conduct of the trial, and by the 
jury verdict freeing the Panther 
defendants in the recent bombing 
conspiracy case in New York. And 
as for poor wretched Alex Rackley, 
the shadow of hig torture and death 
remains undissipated. 


on charges of murder. 


There is a pecullar torment about 
the whole Black Panther episode in 
America. It emerged out of the 
bitterness of black experience over 
the centuries, as a way of outdoing 
every other group in militancy, on 
the “mo one to the Left of us” 
principle. 

It grew as a product of its 
brashness, and by courtesy of the 
big media. It fell partly because 
the very police who were its tar- 
gets for killing struck back at It, 
but even more because ἐξ basic 
premise of the blacks as inherent 
victims of the American judicial 
system was being cut away. And it 
has been dying because, with no 
issues, and with its leadership in 
disarray, the torment of intra- 
party violence overtook It. 

Place on its headstone the legend 
“Born out of bitterness, bred and 
nourished by the media, destroyed 
by brotherly hate.” 

But movements like the Black 
Panthers will spring up, flourish, 
die and be succeeded by others. 
The real story is about the efforts 
of the American blacks to find 
their selfhood, and find leaders and 
philosophies to guide them through 
self-help to fulfilment, as blacks 
and as creative human beings.

A ceport on the one-year, world- 
wide membership drive, just ending, 
was given to the public yesterday, 
by the head of the Jewish Agency's 
Organization and Information De- 
partment, Avraham Schenker, and 
ἘΞ spokesman, Moshe Kalchetm. 

They explained that those who 
responded to the census were per- 
sons over 18, primarily heads of 
families, and counted for over 10 
Per cent of the world’s Jewish popu- 
dation. Results varied from one 
country to another, and were largest 
in the smaller countries. In Cuba, 
for example, 300 heads of families 
signed up, accounting for the entire 
community of some 1,800 souls. 

Mr. Schenker said there were 
50,000 signatures from South Amer- 
ica’s 800,000 Jews; in the U.S, 
850,000 signatures accounted for 
over 10 per cent of the Jewish po- 
Pulation; in Britain, the €5,Q00 sig- 
natures were about 15 per cent. The 
figure for the European continent 
was 55,000; for Australia, 14,000 
(out of 70,000); and for South 
Africa, 23,000 (out of 115,000).
